Board proper it has at times exercised this 
right, while at others all control bas been 
waived. ‘This different action has been 
governed by apparent conditions existing 
at the time. Officers of societies have in 
some cases looked upon this action as ar- 
bitrary and uncalled for. This, however, 
is an incorrect view of the matter. Plac- 
ing the power in the hands of the Board 
presupposes a probable necessity for it in 
order to have the spirit of the law carried 
out. It then becomes the duty of the 
Board to exercise a watchful care, and 
whenever it appears that the objects of this 
aid to agriculture can better be served by 
giving direction as to its expenditure, it is 
the duty of the Board to exercise their 


power. 

What does the State give aid to agricul- 
tural societies for? Many times the of- 
ficers of the societies get in the way of 
looking upon it as a gift to be used at the 
pleasure of the society receiving it. Bene- 
fits long received come to be considered a 
matter of course. An examination of the 
law will show that something different 
trom conferring a benefit to the society is 
contemplated. Before a society shall be 
entitled to any aid, from the State, it first 
must show itself an active and a useful in- 
strumentality for promoting agricultural 
interests, it must raise money through its 
own efforts, and it must have paid out 
money in premiums for the encouragement 
of agriculture in its various branches. In 
no case can it receive from the State a sum 
in exeess of what has been done in each of 
these directions. Thus it is seen, that in- 
stead of the stipend being a gift to the so- 
ciety, the State demands a value received 
in the form of promoting the interests of 
agriculture, at least to the extent of the aid 
rendered. 
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lowing which he was for two years assist- 
ant to Prof. W. O. Atwater at Middletown, 
Conn.

Milden, or Milding? 


Our esteemed correspondent, C. G. At- 
kins, in another column in speaking of the 
Milding apple claims Milden as the true 
name. This apple originated in New 
Hampshire, and was disseminated by John 
Copp, a nurseryman, of Milton Mills, from 
whom we procured scions under the name 
Milding 





In the American Pomological Society’s 
Report, 1873, this apple is referred to, in 
the discussion on apples, by Mr. Copp, 
who disseminated it, and the name is given 
as Milding. Charles Downing referred to 
it in the same discussion, and stated without 
giving authority that its true name is Mil- 
den. Inthe same report both names are 
given in the catalogue of fruits. In the 
same society’s report for 1877, Mr. Copp 
himself reports.for New Hampshire, and 
refers to this apple, and again gives it the 
name Milding. 

In the American Pomological Society's 
Report 1879, this apple is referred to by 
J. M. Hayes, chairman of the State Fruit 
Committee for New Hampshire in his re- 
port for that State, and the name is there 
given by him as Milding. 

From the above facts we have at all 
times given the name as Milding, and have 
sent it out into many sections of the State 
so named. Late years the New York nur- 
serymen have been selling it by the same 
name. In Downings’ “Fruits and Fruit 
Trees,” the name is laid down as ‘‘Milden 
or Milding.” Since no authority, then, 
sets aside the name Milding, and in view 
of the facts in the case here given, we be- 
lieve in retaining the name it is now known 
by. Ee) ee 
Report of Commissioner of Agriculture. 

The report of the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture for the year 1884 has been received 
from the Department of Agriculture. The 
Commissioner, Dr. Geo. B. Loring, has a 
brief introductory reference to the work of 
each of the different bureaus organ- 
ized and at work under him. The 
principal volume is made up of the 
several reports of the heads of these 
bureaus. The report of the chemist, 
H. W. Wiley, is largely devoted to the 
Northern Sugar Industry in 1883, being a 
report of the further investigations into this 
important matter. The report of the bot- 
anist, Geo. Vasey, is largely devoted to 
medicinal plants and has little importance 
to the general public. The report on For- 
estry by the Chief of the Bureau, N. H. 
Egleston, reviews the subject in its appli- 
cation to the country at large. The re- 
port of the Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, Dr. Salmon, gives a history of 
the work of the bureau from its organ- 
ization to the time the report was made up. 
It isa valuable document and should be 
carefully studied by every one interested in 
our animal industries the country over. Dr.

It may be said in the first place that the 
leading apple in Maine to-day, with refer- 
ence to present profit or ity for the 
future, is conceded to be the Baldwin. 
Not that it is ted to a wider range than 
other apples or that it yields better profits 
than some other kinds may in certain loca- 
tions in the hands of persons who under- 
stand them, but that when all the elements 
that enter into the problem are considered, 
there is no other apple that promises so 
great certainty of success to 80 many per- 
sons in the southwestern third of the State 
of Maine as the Baldwin. It should not be 
planted on wet or ct low lands, and it 
may not be so profitable as others on heavy 
clay or light, sandy lands, but for culture 
on the well drained, loamy or gravelly ele- 
vated lands that constitute so large a pro- 
portion of the district named, it stands still 
at the head. I have, heretofore, writ- 
ten some articles in criticism of the Bald- 
win, and I still maintain that it has defects 
that ought to spur us up to find a better 
sort to take its place; but though there are 
plenty of candidates, none has yet gee 

ts fitmess for the Baldwin's place. Of the 
other standard sorts, Rhode Island Green- 
ing, Rexbury Russet, Bellflower aad Tal- 
man, [ think it safe to say that a novice 
would be justified in gra’ with them 
only in case his land is not suitable for the 
Baldwin. On good Baldwin land, neither 
of these can compare with that variety for 
profit. I have the first three on old trees, 
and the wre had pretty well, but the 
Russet and Bellflower are exceedingly un- 
profitable, and so they are among my 
neighbors. My Russet trees are mere cum- 
berers of the ground—it would be more 
profitable to grow grass, though all around 
them are idwin trees that have to be 
propped up in a good season.

Some Things About Fertilizers. 





different fertilizers. One ton of potatoes 
contain 12 pounds of potash, 8 pounds of 
hosphoric cid and 8 pounds of nitrogen.

A farmer, a few years ago, had a piece 
of worn out land that yielded him only 
seven bushels of wheat per acre in good 
seasons, and one year as low as only two 
bushels per acre. He was advised to use bone 
meal on it, and did so, applying three hun- 
dred pounds per acre. e crop of wheat 
that year was thirty bushels per acre. 
The next year after, it was planted to corn 
without additional fertilizer, and yielded 
him seventy bushels acre. The next 
year it was sown with wheat and clover 
and yielded twenty-two bushels per acre. 
The clover produced a bountiful crop 
the following year. We quote this, not to 
raise expectation that everybody will find 
oy Ty profitable results from use of 
bone, but to show and illustrate that bone 
is a very valuable fertilizer that at present 
prices any one may judiciously use with a 
good profit, especially on grain and — 
crops. The success or failure of the m 
operations for a whole — depend —y 
uponjs proper selection application o 
f zers. They should be or bought 
at the best rates possible, and applied with 
care and judgment. The agricultural or 
crop producing value of all manures must 
vary somewhat with the various circum- 
stances of heat and cold, moisture and dry- 
ness, fineness or coarseness of the manures, 
pulverization and cultivation of the soil to 
which and in which they are applied and 
act. There is satisfaction also in bad 
that what the crops do not assimulate 
left in the soi) for succeeding ones. 

When we are f much western 
corn, cotton seed and other stuffs to grow, 
more particularly to fatten stock, there is 
beside the profit on the animal, a second 
profit or dividend to be looked for and re- 
ceived from the increased value of the ma- 
nure m A farmer who fed three 
horses and four cows the winter, 
found that at one dollar per load in the 
spring their manure was worth four dol- 
lars per week additional, or four dollars

The three essential elements of plant 
growth, potash, phosphoric acid and nitro- 
gen, are contained in barn yard manure in 
very harmonious pro; s. it is the 

resence and the quantity of these elements 
n our phosphates, superphosphates, gua- 
nos and commercial fertilizers generally 
that give them their value. Phosphoric 
acid is the more desirable of the three, pot- 
ash next, and nitrogen last. Fortunately 
this is so for nitrogen is the most ex 
sive to obtain. It is true, nitrogen is given 
different valuations by chemists, ace 
cording to the sources from which it is de- 
rived. It is also true that nitrogen de- 
rived from nitrates and ammonia salts is 
quicker acting than nitrogen derived from 
organic material, as cotton seed, caster 
pomace, while that contained in leather 
waste and scrap is almost entirely woith- 
less except for placing in the earth to be 
slowly yield up by decay. But 
when the nitrogen is once liberated or 
made available, no matter from whence its 
source, it becomes equally valuable as 
plant food. 

Nitrogen from nitrates or ammonia salts, 
if applied in excess, may be leached out of 
the soil practically wasted, as has been 
shown by the experiments and observa- 
tions of Laws and Gilbert at Rothamstead. 
It also may be a virulent poison to crops 
if applied in excess, “‘burning them up,” 
as it were. This is true of potash or phos- 

horic acid. Doubtless all have seen plants 

jjured or killed ny * os fertilizers. 
Organic nitrogen, ape of green 
crops plowed under, is a good fertilizer, 
and a good result is obtained from supply- 
ing the soil with nitrogen in this way. 
Leather scrap, hoof, or hora shavings may 
be applied to fruit trees, vines, etc., by 
wo! them in the soil deeply about 
their roots. As nitrogen is the most cost- 
ly element in fertilizers, the more we can 
avoid baying, the less money the fertilizer 
will cost. It is am open question, as to 
whether it is really a to apply ni 
rogen at all, some ming that the soil, 
the air, the rains, snows, and the

Tho Oost of a Ton of Hay, and Its Value 
‘Whon Fed to Sheep. 


Young farmers are going into Aroostook 
county to settle on many thousand acres of 
wild land there. If you don’t care to soil 
your hands, for ten dollars you can hire 
some hardy son of toil to clear it of the 
original growth of trees. Now, for quick 
returns there is no crop that pays so well 
as potatoes. You will want ten bushels 
of potatoes which will cost you $4.00. 
Whether you hire it done or do it yourself, 
it will cost you not far from $12 to plant 
it. All you will have to do to them till dig- 

time will be to keep them clear from 
ugs; this will cost you $1 more. Now 
for the result. Some will tell you about 
500 bushels from 1 acre, but I think 
taking one year with another 200 bushels is 
a fair average crop. At 25 cents per bush- 
el, this would give you $50; and the ac- 
count with your acre of land would stand 
like this: 


Cost of 1 acre of land, $ 3.

‘This leaves you $3.71 for your trouble, 
and 1 acre of land clear from a!l debt, in the 
hest possible condition for a crop of grain. 
Your grain crop will seed your ground, pay 
all expenses, and leave you $10 or $12 for 
yvur trouble. 

For 6 years your avre of land will do as 
we'll or better than J. M. Deering’s does, 
and give you 9 tons at the cost of the price 
of cutting, and 1 acre of land at the end of 
the 6 years worth from $5 to $10. Now, 
we will take just the number of sheep our 
2 tons of hay will feed, which will be 9. A 
sheep weighing 150 pounds will 
3 pounds of hay per day, or its equivalent 
im hay and grain. We have to feed five 
months; so this will give us 450 pounds 
per sheep. The 9 sheep will cost $27, or 
$3 per head. The interest on $27 is $1 62 
more. If you understand handling shcep, 
you will raise lambs worth $3 apiece at 
your door. Your 9 sheep will sbear 54 lbs. 
of wool, worth 20 cts. per lb. You can get 
them pastured for 25 cts. per head for the 
old sheep, and the lambs thrownin. Your 
sheep account would stand like this:

Some persons regard all insects as in- 
jurious or at least, useless, whereas some 
of them are real rs. During their 
brief existence they are constantly destroy- 
ing other insects, which, but for them 
would destroy our orchards and gardens, 
and even our field crops. It is of great im- 
rtance that the farmer should be able to 
discriminate between his friends and foes. 
The carabus eat the caterpillar as do also 
the ichneuman fly, and these are de- 
voured by birds which enliven our orchards 
and s with song. One of the princi- 
pal uses of insects in the economy of 
nature, which however barbarous it may 
appear, is the result of Divine wisdom, is 
to furnish food for birds and fishes, who in 
turn become the food of man. Another is 
connected with the fructification of plants 
and trees, carrying pollen from one flower 
to another; bees are most industrious 
agents in this work, flying from flower to 
flower, they go laden with vitalizing dust, 
without which the flowers would not be 
followed by fruit. 

Insects are useful as scavengers in re- 
moving dead carcasses. Linneus says that 
three blow flies and their descendents will 
eat up a dead horse in less time than a lion 
could. And common house fly as a scaven- 
ger is invaluable; without it putrid fevers 
and other dangerous and my dis- 
eases would rage during the hot seasons 
with great violence. It is annoying to 
have swarms of flies ina house, but it is 
far better than to be without them, unless 
the premises are kept so clean and the air 
disenfected by something else that there is 
naught for them to live upon, in which 
case they will leave you and take up their 
abode with your nearest neighbor. Igno- 
rance questions God’s wisdom as manifested 
in creation. The study of natural history 
shows us that naught was made in vain, 
and thus our religious sentiments are 
strengthened. True religion and ignorance 
are wholly incompatible. Many people 
grumble at the flies and set traps to de- 
stroy them, when if we understood their 
werits and what an important factor they 
were, we should hail them as blessings, and 
bid them God-speed in destroying the many 
impurities that lurk around the farmer's 
home.

DEAR SIR: The recent act of legislature 
in establishing an experiment station at the 
State College, for the testing of fertilizers, 
seeds, and the *-best interests of agricul- 
ture,” to my mind is the most important 
one ever passed for the benefit of the great 
industry on whose prosperity so many 
others depend Taking it for granted that 
the two objects first named in the bill will 
receive due care, 1 would like to call the 
attention of farmers and fruit raisers to the 
important benefits to be anticipated from 
the last clause of the act, viz., promoting 
the best interests of agriculture in the de- 
partment of yee When we think 
of the numerous species of insects which 
prey upon the various crops of the farm, 
garden and orchard, involving a loss to the 
country of millions of dollars annually, it 
needs no argument to prove that investiga- 
tion and remedies for this great destruction 
of crops should have a prominent place 
among the objects to be accomplished by 
the station. Not having the statistics to 
give, I appeal to you as a practical farmer 
and fruit raiser, to know if I am not right 
in feeling this to bea legitimate and the 
most important benefit to be derived from 
the last clause of the bill. New York, 
Michigan and many of the other States, 
have had the benefit of a State entomolo- 
gist for years. With so competent a one 
as Prof. Fernald of our own State College 
is known to be, ought he not to be author- 
ized at once to give us the benefit of his 
information in contending with such subtle 
enemies as the codling moth, apple m t, 
the various species of borers and aphides, 
et omne genus, also such diseases of fruit 
trees as pear blight and black knot, to say 
nothing of the legion which infest the small 
fruits, vegetables and grain.

How many of our county agricultural 
ties do more than run a county fair 
once a year, and how many of them do that 
in a half-hearted, slip-shod fashion, which 
sometimes results im the matter being 
practically taken out of the hands of the 
association by some enterprising citizen at 
the county seat, and run to suit himself, or 
with the sole view of bringing a crowd of 
eople to town and making the show pay 
ts own expenses. Now, we are by no 
means of those who disparage a good fair. 
On the contrary, we believe a well-managed 
fair to be, in its own way, like a well-man- 
aged paper, a great educator. But 
if a society is to have life, and energy, and 
practical usefulness, it should keep up its 
existence throughout the year, and not 
practically cease to exist for ten or eleven 
months, and then endeavor to galvaniz« 
itself back to life for a short period of a 
few weeks in which to hold the annual 
fair. The agricultural interests are contin- 
uous, not spasmodic, and should receive 
the attention of the association continuous- 


ly. A executive committee, with an 
resident and the members di- 
vided up into sub-committees, each in 


charge of some special department, so as 
not to saddle too much work on to anybody, 
and to keep everyone interested, could ac- 
complish great good during the year, and 
when fair time approached, the society 
would be well organized and would have 
to handle a wide-awake, interested commu- 
nity, instead of having to wake up a slum- 
bering one. One of the special duties that 
every county society should undertake is, 
the improvement of the live stock within 
the county limits. Get up a special im- 
proved-stock meeting if necessary. Com- 
municate with one of the professors at the 
State Agricultural College if you have one, 
and tell him you want one of them to come 
down there to give a talk on breeding or 
feeding stock. Geta representative from 
some of the State live-stock or dairy asso- 
ciations, a breeder of swine or sheep, 
Short-horns, Herefords, horses, ¢tc.; every 
State nowadays has some of these associ- 
ations, and some good, practical breeder 
could be got to attend and contribute a 
little practical live-stock talk. The interest 
thus awakened would have good results, 
be sure of it. If the county lack a supply 
of pure-bred stock, organize clubs for the 
purchase of good breeding sires for use in 
the county, with preference to the men- 
bers. Whatever you do, do not sit down 
and vegetate and then next fall, get up the 
usual tenth-rate fair, of which the most 
conspicuous feature will be a wheel-of- 
fortune, witha number of your farmers 

farmers’ sons playing the fool to the 
music of the sharpers within.

Solection of Brood-Mares. 


One of the great mistakes made by far 
mers and smal! horse breeders, has been in 
the selection of brood-mares. As 3 natural 
result, failure and di intment have, in 
too many cases, resulted. Not only have 
time and money been wasted, but the idea 
has been spreading that there is no profit in 
the business, and an otherwise profitable 
field of labor has been very largely neglect- 
ed. A comparatively few interested horse 
mea have steadily persisted in bri in- 
to our State choice blooded stock, and in 
breeding valuable colts, but their efforts 
have been the laughing-stock ofa very large 
class. 

The facts are that the laugh is really on 
the other side, for these men have recognized 
and applied the principles of breeding, 
drawn public attention to the steadily im- 
proving quality of our Maine horses, and, 
though fighting against odds, have reaped 
a fair percentage of profit for their labors 
They have done more than this, tor the 
fact has been established that horse breed- 
ing, rightly understood and closely fol- 
lowed, can be made a source of profit to any 
intelligent person. 

What, then, is necessary for success? 
First, we must have proper broed-mares. 
Scrubs, inferior and diseased horses must 
be entirely ignored. Mares must be select- 
ed that are sound. This is of the greatest 
importance, fer diseases, whether of limb 
or body, will show themselves in the proge- 
ny, and be transmitted to succeeding gen- 
erations. They do not always appear in 
the colt, for they are in the system as in- 
herited tendencies, weakened parts, and 
wanting neglect, overwork or exposure to 
become apparent and active. ‘This fact can- 
not be obviated. It is one of the inexora- 
ble laws of nature, and therefore the first 
principle in breeding is to select sound 
mares. 

Size is the second necessary qualification. 
A brood-mare should weigh, in fair con- 
dition, at least 1000 Ibs. Weare aware that 
a large number of valuable horses have 
been bred from small mares, but the prin- 
ciple we have laid down bolds good, and 
the cases we might cite are the exceptions. 
More than this, if speed is not forthcoming 
in the swall horse, the result is failure, for 
such have no standing in the markets. A 
good-sized horse will always command a 
price that will give a margin of profit to 
the breeder. The demand for such is con- 
| stantly increasing and the price steadily ad- 
vancing. It costs but little more to raise a 
colt weighing 950 lbs. when four years old, 
than one weighing 750, while the profit is 
all with the larger animal. Every practi- 
cal consideration points in the direction of 
good-sized horses. 

The third demand is for fast walkers. 
This might well form achapter by itself, so 
great is its importance. On the farm or the 
road, whether loaded or not, the fast-walk- 
ing horse has the greatest value. There 
should be no call for us to mention this de-

Incubators. 


I notice in the Farmer of March 5th, two 
articles on incubators ; yours contains time- 
y and wise caution; but as I have seen so 
much waste of time and money on incuba- 
tors, and s0 many sanguine hopes blasted, 
I would like to add something to what you 
have said. I have been carefully watching 
incubators from the time they were first 
heard of, with the intention of having 
one if they proved to be worth having, but 
have not got one yet, and think it will be 
a long time before | invest time or money 
in such ap enterprise. For some years 
after I first heard of incubators, | went to 
every person / heard of who had used one, 
and could not get encouragement enough 
to try one. At length | heard that the 
Shakers of Mount Lebanon N. Y., had tried 
them; and baving been acquainted with 
Shakers for halfa century, and knowing 
them to be the most thorough people in the 
worldin whatever they undertake, and 
perfectly honest in their dealings, | went 
to them and found they had been tried and 
proved a failure. I then gave up all hopes 
of ever having one, thinking that if the 
Shakers could not succeed, with all their 
thoroughness and care, it would be a waste 
of time and money for me to try. 

But I have still kept my eyes open to the 
subject, and still kepton gaining all the 
information I could for the purpose of sav- 
ing others from deception, disappointment 
and loss of money and time; and here | 
give you a sketch of wisat I have seen and 
known to be true. 

A woman in this place got an incubator 
several years , thinking to fill her purse 
by raising chickens. She bought five or 
six doliars’ worth of eggs of me, and more 
of others. In the fall she did not have so 
many chickens as I had from half a dozen 
hens. She pui her incubator in the barn 
and there it bas rested two or three years. 
She has now gathered anew supply of 
courage and hope and started it again and 

t six dozen eggs of meand uwre of 
others, and I will watch operations and tell 
your readers of her success. 

Several years a stranger came here 
and hired a small farm, built a long hen 
house with glass front, paid $250 for what 
was called best kind of an incubator, 
and 1 believe about $40 fora brooder to 
keep the chickens warm in by lamps after 
they were hatched. He bought eggs and 
went into the business in earnest. After 
two years’ trial he sold out at auction, and 
left in st. Hetold me he had spent 
$2,500 in experiment. and it had proved 
a failure. He ught it was possible for 
success, but said that if any one did suc- 
ceed they must have more brains than he 
bad. ese two warmed their incubators 
and brooders with lamps. 

Since these, another stranger moved 
here and started business. His incubator 
was warmed with hot water. He told me 
it was the very best kind in the world, and 
he would have his yard full of chickens in 
the fall. I called to see him every week. 








winter till fall, sometimes goi 15 miles 
to get 
fifty chickens. 

Still another family came here last spring 
They brought an incubator that they said 
cost $100, and a brooder that cost $40, and 

| beat kind. They 
bought a barrel of oil aod half a tos 


of mill feed, and started business. They 
put 230 inte the incubator. In five 
days they ked the eggs over, holding 


each one up to a lamp in the evening, and 
took all that were transpsrent or 
(In France, they look them over 
in three days and sell all that are clear or 
not fertilized, to eat.) He took out thirty- 
one, leaving 199. From these he got about 
75 chickens, and nearly half of them diced 
before six weeks old. He had one or two 
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sired trait, for the fact is self-evident, but, 
| in spite of its importance, it is very largely 
| lost sight of in the selection of brood-mares. 
| We might to-day be in possession of a race 
| of horses capable of walking four miles an 
| hour, while the fact is that the average 
| horse will hardly compass three. Here is 
loss on our farms that cannot be estimated. 
| Dependent as we are on our horses for 80 
| wuch of our farm labor, the walking gait 
| panera one of the greatest items to be 
cofisidered; and when we start out upon 
| the road we all know the value of a fast 
walker. 

The last point which we will notice at the 
pr sent time is stamina. Having presented 
some of the leading points to be considered 
|}im the selection of brood mares, we find 
that in the staminu of the dam we are to 
look for much of the enduring power of the 
jeolt. In the combination of the four traits 
we have mentioned will be found the most 
| valuable horse; with either left out the an- 
|imal isa failure. But with stamina added 

to siz, sound bodies anda fast walking 
| gait, we have all that can be desired save 
}speed. For a family or farm horse we 
| have. without speed, what is necessary for 
| the greatest profit. With these traits es- 
tablished speed becomes possible, and that 
speed which will be enduring in a hotly- 
contested race. Turn which way we may, 
and our nee | interests point in the di- 
rections indicated. 

Breeding for speed must remain in the 
hands of specialists who know the combi- 
nations of blood necessary to give best re- 
sults, but with the farmer the alm should 
be the best family horse, and in these notes 
we have indicated the kind of brood mares 
necessary to breed such. It will not pay 
to attempt experiments hoping that per- 
haps the mating will be a success. There 
is the question of profit or loss staring us 
in the face. By one method profit is made 
reasonably certain, by the other, extremely 
doubtful. ‘Like begets like;” and if we 
would make vur breeding satisfactory, we 
should start right in the selection of the 
brood-mare. Other considerations, such as 
disposition, should not be lost sight of, but 
we have attempted to indicate the four 
points which must be taken into account be- 
fore the breeding season opens by all those 
who intend breeding colts to meet the de- 
mand for family horses. 

The thousands of dollars sent across the 
border annually for draft and road horses 
is a drain seriously felt, and one that ina 
few years can be checked if our farmers 
will put themselves in condition to breed 
horses as large and as good. In our next 
issue we shall attempt a few suggestions 
upon the selection of stock horses. Now 
is the time for us to start right and breed 
for a specific object, and to do that we 
must consider weil the steps necessary for 
success, a few of which we have here indi- 
cated.

Two or three years ago quite a hornet’s 
nest waa stirred up by Ciarissa Potter's 
eseay on home raised wheat; and there- 
upon many sisters talked about bread; but 
in all that was said, [ failed to see one ac- 
count of yeast raised bread. All the trials 


apparently being with sour milk, or milk 
rising, or something of that sort—no good 
yeast bread. Now one objection to a farm- 
er’s life, is the bill of fare, which is more 
unhealthy than that of citizens generally; 
and though many of them have somewhat 
improved on it, in other respects it is really 
astonishing to see how many still eat sour 
milk bread; hot saleratus biscuit, some of 


them have, worning, noon and night. Of 
my own neighbors within a radius of a mile, 
not one family has yeast bread, and in 
eases of illness, always send to me for 
bread or yeast. It takes the stomach of an 
ostrich to bear sucha diet, and the weak 


ones all the time have dyspepsia, which 
is a harbinger of innumerable other ills. 
It is less work, too, to raise bread, and 
there is no reason why people should not 
have it, except that they were brought up 
so, and they formed a depraved taste. [ 
don’t suppose this article will convince one 
person, but that no one may have an ex- 


cuse for not using yeast, 1 append my re- 
ceipe, warranted good : 


Grate seven large potatoes (or their 
equivalent in small ones), boil a double 
handful of hops in two quarts of water, 


(tie the hops in a bag), stir into the grated 
potato half a cup of flour, one cup salt, 
one cup of sugar, then stir the mixture into 
the boiling hop water, remove from the 
fire, and when luke warm, add a cup of 
good yeast, keep warm through the night, 
and then bottle or jug tightly. One cup- 
ful of this yeast will rise three large loaves 
of bread very light. Stir it up with warm 
water and a table spoonful of lard to each 
loaf, as hard as it can be stirred; keep 
warm over night, then in the morning 
knead into loaves, set ina warm place to 
rise half an hour or so, and bake in a mod- 
erate oven. If one can have convenient 
access to the stores of a large place, they 
can buy the compressed yeast, which saves 
trouble and is very nice indeed.
